Mobile. Ala., Oct. 1.—Mobile is rap- 


idly emerging from 
the 
confusion 


caused 
by the tropical hurricane, 


which dealt this city and vicinity 
such great disaster. 


The list of casualties increases as 


reports are received from places here- 
tofore inaccessible. The total known 
dead is 79, with a possibility of 102. 
It is estimated that 23 lives were lost 
from the oyster fleet around Cedar 
Point. This last estimate is not 
known to be accurate, and is probably 
somewhat exaggerated for the" reason 
that it includes among the dead every 
man aboard a fishing boat which has 
not been heard of since the storm. 


The situation along the coast to the 


west of Mobile is now fairly well 
known. At Scranton, Miss., a church, 
the Odd Fellows' hall and several 
buildings were blown down. At Pas- { 
cagoula Beach not a residence is left 
standing, the river front at that point 
is completely torn up, and the light- 
house there was destroyed. The reve- 
nue cutter Winona, for which much 
fear was entertained, is known to be 
safe. 
The crew of the Winona res- 


cued the keeper of the Pascagoula 
lighthouse and his family during the 
storm. The keeper of the Horn Island 
lighthouse, just outside of Scranton, 
lost his life. 
The captain of a tug 


which came near at the commence- 
ment of the'storm urged him to leave, 
but he refused to abandon His post 
and in a short time was'drowned. The, 
entire "end or the island on which "tie."

was situated is said to 


have been carried away by the waves. 


At Biloxi the damage to buildings 


was of a minor character. Every 
bathhouse in the place is gone and 
the beautiful driveway along the coast 
was destroyed.

On Mississippi Delta. 


New Orleans, Oct. i.—Reports that 


probably a dozen lives were lost and 
that hundreds of square miles of land 
were under 18 inches to four feet of 
water during the hurricane on the 
Mississippi river delta were received 
here. The inundated tract begins 50 
to TO miles below Xew Orleans and is 
mostly inhabited by fishermen and 
oystermen. Reports from the Missis- 
sippi sound islands which were inun- 
dated say the loss to the United 
States marine hospital quarantine sta- 
tion on Shin island is about SfiO.flOO.

Secretary Taft's request and by the 
president's orders, an army of occu- 
pation is being hastened at top speed 
for service in Cuba. 


No time Is being lost in hurrying 


troops to Newport Xews, th? po'int of 
mobilization. The order of President 
Roosevelt received at the war depart- 
ment was imperative. Iis text was as 
follows: "Arrange for G.OOO troops to 
start for Cuba as soon as possible." 


This telegram was received in an- 


swer to a telegram sent to the presi- 
dent by war department officials fol- 
lowing the message from Secretary 
Taft. 


Immediately on receipt of the presi- 


dent's r-'1^:- telegrams were sent to 
the ;roo; 
'ected for Cuban service 


to move at once. 


It will be a full week before the 


forces of the army can be landed in 
Cuba. The first detail of troops will 
leave New York Wednesday on the 
army transport Sumner. 
They will 


arrive at Havana Oct. 6. It probably 
will be several days later before other 
troops of the first expeditionary force 
of the army will reach Cuba. Where 
they will be landed is not yet deter- 
mined. 


The troops to go to Cuba on the 


Sumner are two battalions of infan- 
try from Plattsburg (N. Y.)- barracks 
and a battalion of engineers from 
Washington barracks. Accompanying 
them will be some officeres and men 
of the medical corps and hospital, 
corps, and perhaps of the signal corps. 


The first United States troops will 
landed at Havana Saturday. Mean- 


;ime the marines and bluejackets 
from the United States fleet in Cuban 
waters will protect American inter- 
ests and support Secretary Taft, the 
provisional governor of Cuba, in the 
preservation of order and protection 
of life and property.

America will have twice as much 
wealth and power in twenty years 
hence as she has acquired in the past 
twenty years. If so. what country will 
then be her equal? "The Future of the 
United States" would be a useful sub- 
ject for some essay writer to deal with, 
for an America that is twice as nch. 
as powerful and as populous, that has 
double the fleet of juen-of-war and 
merchantmen and that does double the 
trade with the outside world that the 
America of today has and does will be 
a monster among nations.

MAN HIS OWN MOTOR BOAT 


Paris Engineer Has Contrivance to 


Strap on to the Body. 


The Academy of Sciences m France 


is considering the indention of a Pari- 
sian engineer, who has conceived the 
idea of adapting the petroleum engine 
to the propulsion of the human body m 
the -water, says a Paris cable dispatch 
to the ??ew York Globe. 


The device consists of a petroleum 


tank and motor, with a saddlelike ar- 
rangement and water tight box de- 
signed to keep the operator afloat. A 
piopeller much like those in use on or- 
dinary motor boats completes the ap- 
paratus. 


All that is necessary in order to put 


the machine into operation is to turn a 
diminutive crank, sling the motor box 
over one's shoulder and get into the 
saddle. Ihe speed attainable is said to 
be forty miles an hour.

These chambers 
are about 100 feet below the surface of 
the earth. 


It at once oo'-ui red to Colouel Po^ey. 


who delight^ in experiments, that here 
was an opportunity to test the feasi- 
bility of underground gardening. 
He 


was satisfied that if he could raise fif- 
teen acres of garden truck TOO feet be- 
low the earth's surface he would per- 
form an achievement that would arn»st 
the attention of s<ientiOc circles all 
over the world and at the same time 
prove immensely profitable. He learn- 
ed by taking temperatures that the in- 
terior of tlie mine lemains constantly 
at 53 degree*, the even temperature of 
the earth. 
This temperature is un- 


varying winter aud summer and is 
the temperature most conducive to the 
growth of plant life. Furthermore, the 
air is surcharged with carbonic gas, 
upon which plants thrive. 


In order to grow, however, plants 


require light aud how to light his un- 
derground gardens has been a problem 
that was difficult to solve, but Colonel 
Posey is convinced that be has at last 
found the solution. He will illuminate 
the various chambers aud passageways 
with acetylene gas, which furnishes a 
very brilliant light aud is inexpensive. 


"I had heard," said Colouel Posej', 


'•(.hat some experiments conducted at 
Cornell university proved conclusively 
that sunlight is not necessary to the 
growth of plants and that acetylene 
gas furnishes a ^eiy good subatitufe. 
I wrote to Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
United States bureau of forestry, for 
information on the subject, and I have 
received his reply. He says that he 
participated in the experiments at Cor- 
nell and that while they could not be 
called 
completely 
successful, 
they 


showed that plants can be made to 
grow and mature by the aid of acety- 
lene gas. The cost of generating this 
light is nominal. Ten cents will pay 
for the illumination of a room or cham- 
ber 200 feet long aud fifty feet wide for 
tv.enty-four houis. It has been proved 
time aad again that electricity is a 
good substitute for sunlight in raising 
plants, but it is entirely too expensive 
for ordinary use'' 


Colonel Posey expects to spend a 


good many thousands of dollars in pre- 
paring his underground gardens for 
cultivation. He will import into the 
mine hundreds of tons of rich soil and 
shape it into beds, such as are found 
in greenhouses. He recently planted 
a crop of mushrooms and expects to
